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THF JESUITS. 


AND THE AGGRESSION OF 
ROMANISM. 


Ao Adtlrea* Hy K«v. Alex. Campbell. 

The town hall was crowded to iU utmoet 
capacity on Monday evening last to listen 
to the Key. Ale*. Campbell lecture on the 
above topic. Nearly all of the prominent 
people of the town were present. Rev. Mr. 
Young was nominated for chairman but he 
declined the honor, and suggested that 
Uriah Wilson, M. P., be called to the chair. 
This was a capital bit and was received 
with cheers. Criali suggested that as his 
position wonld likely be attacked he pre¬ 
ferred keeping hie own seat. Ironical 
cheers greeted his statement. Finally D. 
II. Preston was chosen to preside and he 
opened the meeting by calling on the lecturer 
of the evening and in doing so said that the 
question wonld be discuss^ from a non- 
political standpoint. 

Riv. Mil. Caupbili, 

said that be was glad that such an an- 
nounoement had been made, as he bad fre- 
qocntly bean accused by both politioal 
parties of favoring the other. The leotnrer 
said that be was not here to rail against 
Romanism; he was perfectly wUlmg to 
grant them all the privileges claimed for 
ourselves and nothing more. He believed 
in Eqnal Rights for all. He thought that 
the Roman Catholics, and especially the 
Jesuits, were claiming more than they 
were willing to grant to Protestaats. 

The sixtMnth century was an important 
era in the world’s history. Protestant 
principles threatened to overthrow Papacy, 
and strenous efforts were made to stem the 
torrent. King William did overthrow 
King James, and God did let the winds 
loose, and destroyed the Bpanisb Armada. 
As the Protestants were so victorious then 
why was the present agitation being 
poshedWhat was the danger ? There 
IS in our midst to-day a power opposed to 
liberty, freedom and the best interests of 
our country. This power would ooupteract 
t'ne influence of the Rattle of the Boyne 
and even of Waterloo. Hunted out of 
Germany, and other countries, the Jesuit 
has found a veritable asylum in Canada. 
The Jesuit has been playing too important 
a part in the politics of our country. The 
people at the head of the present • agitation 
are not fanatics, but are among the 
leading men of the Dominion. Our 
contention is that our legislators of 
both parties have yielded too mooh 
to the demands of Romanism ae 
represented by Jesuits. The leotnc^ s**- 
lerred to Cl/ips reonnt cartoon on the -woes- 
tion and ssad that it clearly represented the 
facte. 

Heferriog to the Province of Quebec, Mr. 
Campbell said that the Roman Catholic 
oburcb in Quebec was virtually occupying 
tbs position of an established church. In 
1774 the Imperial Parliament granted the 


ment repeatedly disiUlowed the Btreams 
Bill I One party contended that the act 
was intra vires, that is, within the power 
of the Provincial Government to pass, and 
the other pin^ said that they favored Pro¬ 
vincial Rights, and wonld not interfere with 
a n^easure that was dealing with matters 
purely Provincial. Mr. Mercier actually 
uked the Pope if he might s^l the estates 
in question and the Pope graciously assent¬ 
ed. 

The arguments advanced by those who 
voted for the bill are not much better than 
the green screen, which a saloon keeper 
puts before the door to hide the drunkards 
from view. The Protestants of Montreal 
have to pay over 812.000 a year towards 
the support of Roman Catholic schools. 
The lecturer said that he had to pay 875 a 
year for the tuition of his child at the high 
school in that city. 

Mr. Mercier wonld allow no amendment 
to the school laws, unless it had ffrst 
passed the public oonnoll and hs^ becm 
initialed by Cardinal Taschereau. The 
Cardinal insisted, and now had, a seat on 
the throne when the House of Parliament 
met. The Jesuits taught doctrines that 
the lecturer wonld not mention. He gave 
some of the teaofainjn of the order. 

1. Hunting and fishing on Snndav was 
permissable when not aooompanisd by too 
great noise. 

2. Punishing wives ought to be practised. 

3. Women should not be readiljr believed 
as they are habitually given to lymg. 

4. Beryants ars justified in compensating 
themselves without the knowledge of their 
employers if they do more work than they 
bargain for. These are some of the doc¬ 
trines which our governments are endow¬ 
ing the Jesuits to teach. The Jesuits must 

f o or Confederation must go. “A bouse 
ivided af^inst itself cannot stand.” The 
lecturer did not say that Catholics mnst 
go. but the Jesuits mnst be made to move. 

Partyism and denominationalism must 
be dropped and Protestants must unite in 
securing and retaining the freedom of 
thought and conscience which our ancestors 
fought for and obtained at a great price. 

The Jesuits Estates Bill was signed by 
the Governor-General on the twelfth day 
of July. The Orangemen will do well to 
remember that fact and that date. Mr. 
Campbell closed his address shortly after 
nine o’clock. 

Rev. A. B. Chambers moved that a vote 
of thanks be tendered Mr. Campbell for bis 
able lectnre. Mr. Chambers took occasion 
to announce his platform. He said that 
be believe in equM r^hts for all, and that 
the Jesuits were gettmg more than their 
rights at the present time. ’The Jesuit 
BUU ought not to have carried, and he had 
BO empathy with the men who voted for 
it. oondemiied their couxae ia simthing 

terms, and wound up his brief but eloquewt 
remarks by urging everybody to stand firm 
on this question. 

Kev. Mr. Young seconded the motion 
favoring a vote of thanks. He, too, an¬ 
nounced bis platform and spoke strongly 
against Roman and especially Jesuit ag¬ 
gression.

The subject of this memior, died of 
Napanee Mills Friday morning k3rd Aag. 
1889, after a few days illness from infiama- 
tion. Deceased was the youngeot sow ot 
the late David M. Soouton, et Btiwaltowa, 
one of the old U. B. Imy als H 
bom STfli FSh'y 1 8M, a nd wmss 
12th 1853, RebaeewMaMr, I 
late Gmt«» Miller, of Camdea, fiM* 
and fonr dang htere of the twtOve ehiMeo 
born to them survive him. In earf y ilt e 
Mr. ScoutoD was a graduate of Bie Mieihii 
seboof Toronto having obtained a first-ellM 
certificate, he devoted several years toUaeh- 
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facte. 

Referring to the Province of Quebec, Mr. 
Campbell said that the Roman Catholic 
church in Quebec was virtually occupying 
tbe position of an eetabliebed church. In 
1774 the Imperial Parliament granted the 
Catholics large privileges, which resulted 
inthe accumulation of vast wealth by the 
Priests; the degradation of the common peo¬ 
ple and the receiving of vast political power. 
The Roman Catholics dare not deny any¬ 
thing said by the Pope. Freedom of speerfi 
and liberty of conscience and action, were 
absolutely forbidden. The wealth of the 
Catholic church in Quebec is simply enor¬ 
mous. Its revenues were derived -ffom 
many and many a source. Fees were 
charged for everything.from the blessing of 
a plot of ground to the burving of the dead. 

At the time of the conquest it had $2,000,- 
000 and some land. Now it has churches 
valued at over $50,000,000, and over eight 
hundred nunneries. Money was loaned by 
the church to buy out Protestant farmers 
at the low rate of two per cent. They could 
afford to do this, because Catholic farmers 
gave one bushel out of each twenty-six to 
the church, whole sections in Quebec were 
now absolutely controlled by the Catholics. 
Rome always marshals her forces at the 
time of an election. The Orangemen of 
this country have been fooled several times 
by their political friends, and some say 
that they will he fooled again. The 
lecturer said that he did not believe so, but 
that the Orangemen were going to stand by 
their guns. The great Meth^ist church 
had but little political influence. When 
Protestants ask for anything they are re¬ 
ceived with a smile, but Rome receives and 
insists on prompt attention to her demands. 
The lecturer referred to the OKa Indian 
matter and pointed out that the Priests 
never interfered with them so long as they 
remained Catholics, but when they became 
Protestants they were deprived of their 
homes and were persecuted most bitterly. 
Canada never had a government brave 
enough to give these Indians simple justice. 

Referring to the question as it touched 
Provincial Parliaments. He said that 
Marmion was thrown out of the school cur¬ 
riculum to please Roman Catholics in 
Ontario. Canada is the only country on 
tbe face of tbe globe that has not expelled 
the Jesuits. The Jesuits have been expell¬ 
ed more than eighty-six times by re¬ 
sponsible governments. 

In 1761 the King of France banished 
them from France. In 17fiH tbe Pope dis- 
baned and abolished tbe order of the Jesuits. 

The British Government took possession 
of their estates in Canada during the reign 
of George III, at that time their being no 
Jesuits living in Canada. 

Mr. Mercier made tbe Pope of Rome ad¬ 
mit that the Jesuits had no legal claim to 
tbe estate thus forfeited, but only a moral 
one. The question is wliether the civil law 
of our land, administered by the Queen and 
her officers shall prevail, or shall the canon 
law, as administered by the Pope and his 
satellites. 

Do yon wonder that an out cry is being 
made 7 

The lecturer contended that Mr. Mercier 
came into power through a race and reli- 
goes cry, and, as his majority was small, 
be took bold of the Jesuit question. He 
arranged the matter personailv with the 
Pope and of course gave him a solid phalanx 
of Roman Catholic supporters in the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec. 

In the Dominion Parliament both parties 
agreed to barter British Law to tbe church 
of Rome. It is doubtful if anything but 
the power of Rome could unite the Grits 
and Tories. 

The power of disallowance is for the ex¬ 
press purpose of guarding the rights of tue 
minority. Were Provipoial laws never dis¬ 
allowed ? Had not the Pomioion Govern- 
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on this question. 

Rev. Mr. Toung seconded the motion 
favoring a vote of thanks. He, too, an¬ 
nounced bis platform and spoke strongly 
against Roman and especially Jesuit ag¬ 
gression. 

Before the motion was put, George M. 
Elliott, jumped to bis feet and took Mr. 
Campbell to task about some quotations 
made from Paul Bert’s work which Mr. 
Elliott contended was merely a translation 
of tbe work published in 1640, and was not 
an authorize .Jesuit work. The audience 
did not want to hear him, but Mr. Camp¬ 
bell asked that he be heard, and then 
when he had made his statement, correct¬ 
ed him. Mr. Campbell said that the work 
was written in 1875 by a noted Jesuit 
Father and Paul Bert translated the work 
in 1880. Mr. Elliott was entirely mis¬ 
taken. 

This was the only attempt made during 
the evening to defend either Uriah or the 
Government. 

Tlie motion was then put and carried. 

NOTES. 

Uriah Wilson occupied a seat on the plat¬ 
form, and looked as if he was putting in a 
very uncomfortable time of it. He was as 
dumb has an oyster even when he had an 
opportunity of speaking as he might have 
done when the motion regarding the vote 
of thanks was under discussion. 

Mr. Campbell was wrong in stating that 
Roman Catholics in Ontario were virtually 
compelled to support separate schools in 
Ontario. There is no such law. A Roman 
Catholic may be and frequently is a public 
school supporter, nor can he be made to ^ 
anything else unless he himself wishes it.

Not all Gold Tbat Olltten. 

'The abundant yield of grain anticipated a 
few weeks ago does not seem to pan out up 
to the exiiectations indulged in. Again we 
see a wide margin between anticipation and 
participation. One of our beet farmers in 
North Fr^ericksburgh thrashed out a load 
of sheaves, from as fine a looking field of 
oats as yon would find in the county, and 
expected as least twenty-five bushels but 
only got eighteen bushels, and of light 
weight at that. Another neighbor estima¬ 
ted his barley crop at 1500 bushels, but the 
threshing maokine undeceived him, for he 
hsd only 900 bushels. This year a large 
acresige was sown on low land, as last years 
expemnoes indicated this to be tbe safer 
oonrse. The consequence is, where not 
entirely flooded out there has been a 
wonderful growth of straw, but the grain 
has not filled properly. On enquiry from 
farmers from other sections, we mid the 
grain crop will not be up to the average, 
certainly not more than two thirds of what 
was anticipated. Barley in this section is 
badely colored and of li^t weight.

Catching fiah With a Bottle. 

Catching fish is sorely a very novel use 
for a bottle, but the feat is easily aooomp- 
Ushed and sflords a great deal of amusement 
Shnd exoiUment. 

A number of empty obampague or bwor 
bottles being obtained, each one is to be 
filled with sand or shot nmil it will stand 
vprlgbl when floated in water. Baoh bottle 
is then tightly corked and a strong tapering 
ash or bickoty stick, 18 inobts long, is pass 
ed tbrengb each ootk, this stick having a 
email, brTgbt-oolored burgee (a three corner¬ 
ed flip) at Its tip. Next a pieoe sf wire U 
ewisted around the neck of the bettle, 
that it cannot slip off, and in this wire a 
large loop is made to wbioh the flsh-line is 
fsetoned. The length of the line must 
depend entirely upon the depth of tne water 
to be fitbed; 10 feet is niually long enough. 
The books, for general use, should be of 
medium size—say No. 5. Moderately 
heavy sinker* are attached to the line. 
A swivel will make the outfit complete, 
although not absolutely neoesaary. If the 
bottles tnemselves cost nothing, a dtsan 
by prepared at a cost of 26 cents. 

The bottler, thus haring been made ready, 
may be used in a number of ways. They 
may be set in a row on the bank of a stream, 
or on a pier, olose to the edge; the books 
having been properly baited, are to be drop 
pod into the water. It will not be long 
mfore one of the bottle* will begin to waver 
and suddenly take a mighty leap overboard, 
swimming off and bobbing around in a very 
peculiar manner. The exoitement which a 
row of tbrse fisbiog-bottle* will arouse, and 
the guesting as to which battle will go first, 
is very amusing, and not to be despised a* 
sport. 

One or more of tbs bottles having pepped 
off and been taken in tow by a flab, must 
DOW be rescurd ; this can be done by moans 
of a long stmk having three hooks, without 
barbs, lasbeid to it, back to back ; some one 
of the books will soon catch into ihs loop of 
wire around the neck of the bottle and you 
can dmw in both bottle and fish. 

Where there is a lake or pond at hand and 
a boat available, the bottles may be taken 
out from shore and set afloat around the 
boat. If the fish are at all lively and there 
are mvny bottle* to tend, there will be some 
very exciting sport in chasing the bottles, 
for they will start in all directions at every 
moment. 

Where there is a number in the party 
" sides " may bo chosen—two sets of bottles 
being furnished, an even number to each, 
and cash set having a flag differing in color 
Dhe side oatohing the moat fish wins what 
ever prise is to be awarded.

The naval review off SpJthsad is attoaot- 
ing the attention of the authorities at WMh- 
ington. A correspondent at the American 
Capital write* as follow*Although the 
annual inspection aid review off Spithmd is 
for the BritUh navy the groat show of the 
year, there U more interest in the ® 
which fcUow it. These continue through 
several weeks, and give abundant 
attack and defence, pursnll, 
bombardment, squadron 
boat practioo, and indeed most-f the opera¬ 
tions of naval war. Last year the rnsjcoeuvree 
began at two points, one on the northern and 
the other on the southern ooast of Irela^, at 
each of which a BritUh tquadron was found 
and atuokod by the squadron of an 
enemy called AohUl. The exoitement of the 
operatlort ran high when tbs •tt“ktog 
t^adront withdraw from the front of their 
opponento, and succeeded U umking ravages 
on the southwestern ooast of Sootland, ud 
thence southward for some dUtanco in the 
Irish Sea before they were made to suffer for 
theiraudaol»y. . , 

ThU year, like last, there will be an 
tack from AohUl, and the two principal offi 
osrs who then took charge of the eneiny * 
forces wiU change places with the two Ad¬ 
mirals who conducted the dsfanos. Iheso 
macosuvrs* unquestionably taaoh more than 
a parade in the Solent as to the real condi¬ 
tion, degree of iffioUnoy, and shertMmings 
sf the BrlUh nary. For example, the 
structural weakness of not a few of the 
torpedo boatt in heavy weather was made 
quite manifest by them, whereas nothing of 
she sort might be spparent in a fair-weather 
review. , . . 

The oompositlen of the opposing tteeU 
show* that the British navy can spare from 
111 rcgulM fQro6 In homo »or mi 

imaginary enemy a iquadron of vast power, 
while retaining for itself quite enough 
strength to defend the islands. A* recently 
arranged, the AohUl (oroes were to include 
the armsrclads Inflsxiblo, Camperdown, 
Anson, Howe, Dsvattation, Monarch, Iron 
Duke, and the flagship Nerthnmberland, the 
first five being oi from 9,300 to 12,000 tons, 
and carrying very heavy armor and guns of 
from 35 to 80 tons. I'hs enemy’s unarmor¬ 
ed ornisers were to include the fast vesseU 
Iris, Magioienne, Mersey, Arsthnsa, Aus¬ 
tralia, Calypso, Curlew, and one or two 
others, making from 16 to 20 knots, besides 
the fast gunboats Grasshopper and Rattls- 
snake. 

To meet this array the British icniadron 
brings together ef armeroladt the flagship 
Hercules, the Rsdnsy, the Wareplts, the 
Conqueror, the Neptune, the Shannon, the 
Invincibls, tbs Cslllngweod, tbs Rupert, the 
Ajax, and the Black Prince. It wUl also 
have four belted cruisers, the Undaunted, 
Narcissus, Aurora, and Oalatsa, two of the 
tame clast being assigned to the enemy. It 
will have the nnarmored crulssrs Medsa, 
Melpomene, Marathon, Mercury, Forth, and 
Thames, of from 17 to 20 kneu speed, and 
Che gunboats Serpent, Mohawk, Sandfly, 
Spider, and Sharpibooter, of which the last 
named can go 21 knots under forced draught. 

In addition to these main squadrons there 
are no fewer than five smaller bodies, classed 
as divisions for use in the Eoglith Channel, 
and the Irish and Nsrth Seat, and on the 
Soetob coast. In the aggregate they in¬ 
clude two armorclad abips-of-the-lins, seven 
armored ooaat-dsfenoe vessels, seven nnar 
mored ornisers, eleven gun-boats, and near 
ly forty torpedo boats.

ing it ont and istticg the bottle diy. Then 
prepare the bottle as described, amd should a 
large fish tom tbs bottle apside-dowa, as La 
very likely trill. It can be readily seen and 
foliov ed.—f Wide Awake.

Ho then Uts down snd rslls on tbs 
gronnd bowling with rage and wbtc the 
hunter bean the noise he comes np*and kills 
the beast. 

Like the lion, the tiger can bo tamed anti 
it is almost os harmless as a oat, for, yon 
kiMwltisoolyits bigoonsin.

iniUble for cotton, tennis flannel, snrab, of 
light-weight woolen goods. Toe back is cat 
like an ordinary loose waist, while the front 
is represented with a pointed yoke of folds 
from the sbonlder-seams on either side of a V 
of embroidery, with a oollar to match. The 
lower portion of the fronts is sathered on the 
yoke, forming an erect rtiflla, and worn 
with a belt, leaving the buque part outside 
of the skirt.

The lace trimming shown in Figure No. 
57 answers either for a pointed or round 
basque, with long or short sleeves. Laos 
about four inches wide forms a round ool¬ 
lar and epaulet on the right shoulder, with 
a drapery of laoe net or silk muslin, edged 
with lace down the front and overdo the 
right hip. ^ 

Loops of No. 12 ribbon are placed at the 
neck, falling oyer the bust where the drapery 
ends, over on the right side, and a boWvat 
the waist line. Flowers are intersMisM 
among the ribbons to brighten the oreesp 
effect. 

The morning robe shown in figure No 58 
is appropriate for Valenoienee laoe and 
nainsook or India silk, or the laoe on the 
skirt might be omitted, and a neat gown be 
made of cashmere. The guimpe may be of 
velvet* plain or tucked nainsook, turab, or 
embroidery, according to the material select¬ 
ed, and this if made on a close-fitting lining, 
with the low oaby waist worn over it. The 
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The jaunty Direotoire gown shone in Figure 
No. ^ is of oashmere, with cuffs .collar, 
and res tof figured India si'k. The gather¬ 
ed skir its trimmed aoroes the front and 
tides with a deep border of embroidery, and 
a sash bow hangs on the left side. 

The ooat basque has a long, narrow back 
to the foot of the skirt, and jacket fronts 
having revers and large buttons. The 
double-breasted vest also has revers showing 
a V of the baique material. The sleeves 
are ooat shaped, and tSe whole costume 
bears the nnmiatakble Parisian stamp. 

The measurements of a Paiisian-made 
gown iniidate wider skirts, as the lining oi 
this one is 3 yards in width. The front is 
27 inches wide at the bottom and 9 inches 
at the top ; the gore on either side is 14 
inches at the belt, and 23 inches on the 
lower edge, and the straight back is 36 
inches in width, with a 12 inch reed 13 inch¬ 
es below the belt, and has the tiniest of pad 
bustles. 

Handsome skirts have a gathered and 
pinked silk frill on the luside of the lower 
edge. Skirts often slip around, and thus 
lose their designed effeot, but sewing a book 
at the centre front of the belt, and an eye 
on the corsets, any twisting around may be 
prevented. 

SMh ends, trimmed with trimmed with 
fringe, are out straight across. The front 
and sides are frequently fiaished on the 
lower e Ige with frioge, which falls over a 
gathered frill of the dress material. A fist 
border of ribbon, laoe insertion, embroidery, 
galloon, woven designs, or velvet coutinue 
fn vogue for the front and aides, or front 
only, of skirts. 

Laoe basques for stout figures are made of 
the laoe laid smoothly over the silk lining, 
with breteilss of three rows of No. 7 ribbon 
passing over the shoulders and tapering to 
one row about 2 inches back of the 
alight point of the bodioe, back and 
front. The slee/es are trimmed with 
le^thwiae rows of ribbon to the elbows. 

The Direotoire rufils on waists is a gather¬ 
ed rofiSs, three inches deep, of crepe, silk 
muslin, silk embroidery, or laoe, finely knife- 
pleated or left plain, and sowed down tbe 
lapped edge of tbe round waist full enough 
to mil gracefully. It is usually aooompanied 
by a turn over oollitr and cuffs to corre¬ 
spond. 

The full sleeves are ehown in many de 
signs, but the must highly favored on^ is 
quite close at tbe wrists and slightly full at 
the top. This has ooat shaped lining, with 
the outer material cut longer. 

Then there is a draped sleeve having tbe 
foundation out as usual, with the top part of 
the outer material of the larger half of the 
sleeve out longes and wider at the top, which 
fullness is draped in easy folds over the 
shoulder, tapering narrower in the centre. 
In all oases the top of tbe sleeve is arranged 
to give a rounder appearanoe to tbe arms 
and a graceful slope to the shoulders. 
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for a stout person, a yoke should be fitted 
to the top in place of a belt. 

Figure No. 61 is represented in white and 
embroidered nainsook, though the design | 
will readily lend itself to sUk and woolen , 
oombinations. Tbe skirt is arranged in wide :

iba ralnation of the article, and by adding 
tea, twonty or thirty per cent, to the in- 
va<ce price, they largely augment the duty 
paid by the settler. In this way, too, they 
oontrive to harass and destroy the import- 
trade, with the result that the settlors 
are left completely at the mercy of the 
Canadian makers. In spite of thissystem, 
bewever, a considerable number of Ameri¬ 
can implements are still brought intoMan- 
(tcba and the Territories. In a recent re- 
•tort to the Washington (jovemment, Mr. 
Taylor, the United States Consul at Win¬ 
nipeg, says that nearly 15 per cent, of the 
impleraent business is done with American 
bouses. This of itself is an answer to the 
TCoteotionist fable, that the N. F. enables 
^e Canadian maker to turn out a better 
and a cheaper article than his competitors. 

The revaluation system is, in met, an 
additional prop to monopoly. Some time 
afo a firm of implement manufacturers in 
Western Ontario wanted five car loads of 
n«ts and bolts. There was a combine 
anong the few Canadian not and bolt 
makers, and the firm wrote to the secretary 
of it, offering to pay the American price at 
Cleveland, O., plus the Canadian duty, for 
a eonsignment. The secretary refus^ to 
accept this figure, whereupon the firm im¬ 
ported the five carloads direct from Cleve¬ 
land. But on its arrival at its destination 
ibe shipment was seized for undervaluation 
by the Customs authorities: and on en¬ 
quiry the firm found that the seertta.-y of 
the combine had been in communication 
with the Customs department, and had 
really promoted the seizure. The firm lost 
nothing in the end by this act of robbery, 
for of course the additional price was col- 
lectod from the Canadian farmers who 
bought the implements, into the mannfac- 
tnre of which the nuts and bolts entered. 
The farmer is the victim of last resort in 
all such transactions, and even the monop¬ 
olists who proy U[Kin him are beginning to 
ask bow much longer he is likely to stand it.

Where to pray ? Were not the Jesuits here 
before you were ? Who then is the aggres¬ 
sor ? Who is doing the ousting ? If you 
don't like his atyle of living you need not 
stay in Quebec, the world is wide, there is 
plenty of rsom in the west ; go there and 
build up a eoautry to suit yonrself. No, 
you won’t do that, it is your mission to 
remain in Quebec and convert the heathen, 
and cry “No Surrender'’ till every mother’s 
son of Jean Baptiste is made to swallow 
the thirty-nine articles, or at least, be able 
to repeat the sboyter Catachism. Woald yon 
not also like to enact the Blue laws of Con¬ 
necticut ? Don’t wince under the lash of 
conscience, bring them to time, they are 
only poor papists, and must be saved at all 
hazards, although you are made to “play 
fantastic tricks before high heaven,” in the 
operation. 

Gentlemen yon are forgetting your call¬ 
ing when yon uudertake to run the political 
machine. No one denies you the right to 
exercise the franchise and to express your 
views as often and where you please, but 
when you pose as leaders in political 
matters yon will excuse me if I prefer a 
more experienced guide.

With an antiquity rivaling, pobably ix- 
oeeding, that of the pyramids of Egypt, and 
a reputation loaroely inferiori it it remark¬ 
able, layi the London Globe, bow little notloe 
ban been taken of the death of the ooloetal 
dragon tree of Orotava. Thit gigantio, 
hoary-headed vegetable veteran died almost 
suddenly a few years ago, and may be said, 
like the deacon’s old masterpiece, to bsve 
gone *' to pieoes all at once—ikii at once, and 
nothing first—just as bubbles when they 
burst.’” After a babyhood cf oentnriei, 4e- 
oadet of maturity, and a deoadenoe of agee, 
it does Mem pitbble that the departure of 
this wonder of the world thonld have evok¬ 
ed little or no oomment. In smoordanoe with 
the new theory that plants feel and have a 
hereafter, it may be that the old dragon tree 
is reoelving elsewhere Its metd of praise and 
reward for a long and retpeoted life. 

Though called a tree, in truth the renown¬ 
ed onrioslty of Orotava was nothing of the 
sort. It wat a kind of gigantio bloated 
swparagni and a near blood relation to the 
fragile, delicate lilies of our gardens. But 
even Solomon at his least glorious epoch 
would never have been jealous of this phe¬ 
nomenon, for the dragon tree is at every 
period of its strange growth a monstrous, 
unoontb thing—a creepy, evil-suggesting, 
out of-all-time creature, fit companion of 
ungainly pterodactyls and gigantio tanrians, 
with tome of which the ancient ipeoimen of 
Orotava may have been personally tcqnalnt- 
ed in its younger days. With its blood-red 
tap ezuding freely, though with curdling 
slowneet, at every wound, its strange crown 
of stiff, strong, iword-like leavei at the end 
of every octopus like arm, and its toale-olad 
trunk, it is not difSculc to trace the origin 
of Its name The tree which bean the gold¬ 
en applet It Indigenoui to the Canaries, and 
little fancy wat required with an imaginative 
people to torn this monatrons vegetable 
growth into the guardian dragon. Did it 
not bleed thick red blood t did It not brittle 
with awordr, and wat not its abode 
on the islet of the bleat far beyond the gates 
of Gadet, in the veritable garden of the 
Heaperidet t The anolenti alwaya apoke of 
one dragon guarding the golden fruit because 
the monster of Orotava wat even then 
removed from all its oemradee in aize, bulk, 
and ghaatlineet. The old Guanobea venerat¬ 
ed the mooater, though they were brought 
up under ita shadow and must have been 
well accustomed to ita peouliaritlet. They 
regarded it at poitetied of animal life, and 
deified it, in its hollow trunk performing 
Druldical rites, and they use its blood-red 
sap (the dragon’i blood of commerce) for 
embalming their dead. When Alonzo de 
Lugo, the conqueror of 'i'eneriffe, came to 
Orotava in 1491 he spared the tree, bnt 
soandaliz id at the profane myeteriea which 
had taken plaoe in its interior, he converted 
its hollowneai into a chapel for holy matt. 
Humboldt, in 1799, gives its height at “ap¬ 
pearing” about 50 or 60 feet, and its circum¬ 
ference at the roots as 45 feet, and the 
diameter of the trunk at ten feet from the 
ground “ it ttill 12 Boglith ieet,” and he 
computed ita age at 10,000 ye-ari. The open¬ 
ing wat to large that a table wat placed in 
it round which fourteen persons could seat 
themselvea, and a itairoate in the interior 
conducted the visitor up to the height 
whence the branobet eprang. 

Slow indeed mutt have been ita growth, 
for 400 years after the visit of the first navi¬ 
gators Lt Dm meatured the tree moat care¬ 
fully, proving that during that long period 
the inoreato had only been one foot at the 
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of mnftlln. Attaon tonr tbreaat to anftpena 
it by; lOftk for ftwhlle 4n very lalt water and 
let it dry ; then place in it an empty eggshell 
and set the hammock on fire. The mnalin 
will be consumed, but the ashes left will be 
composed of crystals of salt that will hold 
together and keep theshell sate in the delicate 
frame-work. It is possible to have an entire 
egg Instead of the shell, bat prudence would 
suggest iu being boiled bard In advance, as 
accents are idways liable to occur. 

It always seems worth while to oooaslon- 
ftlly try various simple soientifio experiments 
to give the little folks a glimpse into the 
wonders of science and then let them read up 
the why and the wherefore themselves. To 
Ulnstrftte the differenoe cf sound ooming 
through air or water, ring the dinner-bell in 
ft tub oflwftter and see how it is altered from 
its nsnal tone. To show the power of air fill 
a tin osn with water, tie moiquito netting 
over the top, hold a piece of writing paper 
on top with one hand and turn the can up¬ 
side down ; now hold it steadily and draw 
the paper slowly away ; the water will not 
pour out unless there is a bole made in the 
Mttom of the can that is uncovered so the 
air can pass in from above. 

An attractive and interesting article of 
home decoration, which the children will be 
pleased to see growing day by day, is made 
by simply placing a little common salt and 
water in a glass. In a couple of days a mist 
wili be seen on tbs glass, and in a short time 
the tumbler will be thickly covered with 
beautiful salt crystals. The crystals may 
be altereliooolor oy adding to the salt water 
some red ink or a spoonful of blueing, which 
will tint the surface beautifully. If a par¬ 
ticularly pretty result is desired use a vase 
instead of a plUn tumbler. Place a dish un¬ 
derneath as the crystals will run over.—De¬ 
troit News. 


Beligious Celebration. 
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The people of Laohine have just observed 
by a religious celebration the two hundredth 
anniversary uf the most frightful massacre in 
Indian annals. In the year 1689 the French 
under Danonville were at war with the 
powerful Iroquois tribes ; but advances had 
^en made with a view to peace. The 
Herons, who were the frienus of the French 
and the enemies of the Iroquois, heard of 
the projected peace with gloomy anticipa¬ 
tions. Their Chief “ The Rat” set out for 
Fort Frontenao to learn the particulars. On 
arriving be professed pleasure at the ooming 
cessation of hostilities, and at onoe left for 
the place at which tbs Iroquois ambassadors 
or negotiators would land. Placing himself 
in ambnsh be fell upon the Ircquols and 
killed a number of them. To those who were 
left be declared that be had been sent to do 
this deadly work by the French. There¬ 
upon the remnant returned to plan venge¬ 
ance. A large party of Iroquois warriors 
was despatched with orders to fitly retaliate. 
On the night of August 4, in the dense dark¬ 
ness accompanying a storm, the Indians 
swept down upon the village of Laohlne and 
kiliM all but about a hundred of the in¬ 
habitants. Those who did not escape they 
took across the river and submitted to the 
most terrible tortures. Meanwhile the 
French on the Lachine shore could discern 
the fires which were burning tneir com¬ 
patriots and could hear the screams of the 
victims. History presents no more horrible 
massacre than that of Laohine. 
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A National Bird Wanted-

al flower baa been selected we ought to have 
a new national blrd,“becanse the eagle is 
not essentially a United States bird.”

gators Jx Dm measured the tree most care¬ 
fully, proving that during that long period 
the increase had only been one foot at the 
base, the other dimensions being practically 
identical. Since Humboldt’s account the 
famous dragon tree of Orotava was visited 
by nearlyall the travelers, historians, monks, 
peddlers, and soldiers who bad the mildest 
globe-trottingpropiensity. In 1819 anarmwas 
wrenched off in a storm, and about some forty 
years ago some ansofnpnlons persons cut on 
a huge piece of the hollow trunk and present¬ 
ed it to the Kew museum. Another storm 
in 1867 broke off the upper part, leaving the 
trunk alone standing. A traveler at that 
time says the ground underneath was covered 
with pieces of broken branches, some being 
eighteen feet in oiroumference. When the 
land where the tree was growing came into 
tAe pcsseuion of the late Marquis del San- 
z kl be nursed the aged vegetable with loving 
oare, filled up the gap in its trunk with ma- 
soury, and did all that was possible to pro¬ 
long its I xistenoe. Fiazzl Smyth, who saw 
it in 1856, measured the trunk, and found 
it 60 feet high above the ground and 48^ 
feet in circumference at that level, and 24 
feet in circumference at a height of 14^ feet. 
He says ; “ Proudly it raises its antique arm 
above everything around. But how it is 
hampered I An Indigenous wild laurel tree 
is absolutely in contact on one side and a 
Lombardy poplar is almost touching on the 
other, while there are such numerous peach 
trees, oleanders, and oranges between and 
all about that there is hardly a single point 
from which we oan get a fair view. 

The old tree, m^erateiy credited with 
6.000 years of life, has gone the way of all 
trees, but moat felicitously the Marquesa del 
Sanzil has planted on its exact site a seed¬ 
ling derived from its most ancient progen 
icor, and this youngster is now a healthy 
plant some four feet high, looking—in shape 
only—exaujly like a fine, long carrot, lightly 
stuck in the ground by its taper end, and 
surmounted by a crown of sword-shaped 
leaves. The visitor to Orotava still climbs 
up the steep hill above Puer to visit the 
beautiful garden of the Marquesa del Senzal 
and see the spot where the historic tree 
formerly stood. This baby dragon will pro¬ 
bably not flower for twenty or thirty years 
yet, and it will only branch after it has 
blossomed. In a neighboring garden there 
is a dragon which has not yet blossomed, 
and yet it is more than forty years old. 

In botanical language the dragon tree is 
dracmaa draco, and is described as having a 
tree like stem, which, when the tree is very 
old, becomes much branded, each branch 
being terminated by “a crowded head of 
lanceolate linear entire leaves of a glaucous- 
green color, which leaves embrace the stem 
by their base, and on falling off at maturity 
leave a ring like cicatrix or scar.” In old 
age curious warts appear, and one from 
tne old Orotava tree has been preserved, 
which is as large as a good-sizsd coooanut, 
being like that fruit in shape and its rough 
exterior. Though no particular care has 
hitherto been taken in the Canaries to rear 
these onrions trees, there are still a few fair- 
sixed specimens for visitors to see, one of 
the oldest extant being probably that at the 
gates of the cemetery at lood. It is mention¬ 
ed in the ancient ohronioles of the conquest 
of the island of Tenet iffe, and, standing in 
solitary pandeur, it is the best speoimen to 
study. There is one other good example 
I at Iriod da los Vinoe which may be is even 
older. These dragon trees, however, are 
- small and absurdly young when oompared 
with the old veteran whioh until recently 
guarded the golden apples in the Garden 
of the Hesperidet.

Peace or War. 

Lord Salitbnry'e tpeerh at the Mintlon 
Honie dinner wae in a line with eoveral 
other ipeeohae delivered by him at the 
tame place and under tnbttantially the 
tame conditions. The Enropean borlton, 
ho attertt, it black with war olondt; the 
great continental nations are spending 
larger and larger tamt in preparing them- 
telvet for battle, bnt the ooete of a 
struggle carried on nnder inch oonditlont 
are to onormont that none oi those most 
deeply intereitod can afford to break the 
peace. It can at least bo taid that the 
ptti predictions of tbit kind which the 
Euglltb premier hat madt have proved 
trne. There it no more Ilkolibood of 
war in Enrope now than there wae two, 
three or four yean ago, and on none 
ef tbeee ocoatlont bat war occurred. 
So, on the doctrine ol obanoai, it 
may be fairly argued that a oontlnn- 
ance oi peace it reaaonably aetnred at 
the preeent time. But it teeme to be an en- 
enneus inenrance premium to pay for peace 
to be compelled to keep milUont ef men oon- 
atantly nnder arms, and to spend hnndrodt 
of mllliont ef dellara taken from the bard 
eaminn ef the people in wholly unproduc¬ 
tive military ontlayi. If the retnlt of all of 
tbeee great armamente it martly tht otn- 
tinnanoe of peace, why it it not bottsr to 
proenre the oonllnntnoo oi pyaoo by a dit- 
bandmtnt of them! Wo are willing for war 
purpooet to taorifioe life and wealth in a per¬ 
fectly reokleae manner, when, if man bad 
only t fa^ amount of roaion, all ef the legl- 
timato ends that can be gained by war oemd 
bo acqnlrod, without any waate and kardly 
any axpeaditnre, by peaee fn l methods.

A Btdioal Change Fiopoaed. 

The dafendert of the Ettablithed Church in 
England have snooeeded in Indnolng the Oov- 
eroment to introdnoe and support a moatnre 
whloh, if it beoomot a law may, at its nltimato 
outcome, pnt in teriont peril the oontinnanoo 
ef that ohnroh at a [ttait organization. At 
the present time the tithes by which the 
clergy are lupperted form a charge npon the 
land. Either the land owner or the tenant 
it oompalled to pty ai mnoh towards the 
inpport of the Ettablithed Chnroh, A 
faUnre to pay gives the clergyman thus 
doprivel.of hit income tho right, tbrongh 
hit representativet, to take pottettion of 
the land and seize npon its nndltpoiod-of 
prodnots. Thiz Iz not a satiifaotory arrange¬ 
ment whore reilttanoe la made to payment 
of tithes, and jntt now in oortain parts of 
England, and ttpeolally in Wales, the at¬ 
tempts to oolleot tithes have led to a resit- 
tanoo which bat boon almost carried to a 
riot. The proposed law makes tithes a 
charge both npon peraenal property and 
land, and pormita the oIorCTman to too and 
recover at in the cate of any legal debt. 
Wh.le thla may make tho work of recovery 
easier, tbs proposed change in the law ii 
tnoh a radical one that the obanoei are it 
will inoreato to an immosta extent tho 
popnlar bottility to the Eitabllihed Chnroh. 
That, tbongh the money, when it it neoet- 
tary to fornbly ooUtcl it, may come easier, 
it it net unlikely that in a thort time more 
|twUl not come at all. 


IJ. S. Bnndnj Desecration. 

Bishop Littlejohn, of the diooeta of Long 
Island, hat written a powerful letter on the 
subject of Sunday deiecratlen in the United 
States. In it he ttyt: “ It it limply bight- 
fnl to behold the rapid increase of almost 
every form of Sunday deteoratlon. I may 
not here go into the oaniee of thit increaae. 
They are well known to all who have their 
eyes and eari open, and if they are allowed 
to work on nnobeoked along tho exlitlng 
linei of lawlett and nnreetrloted indnlgenoe, 
the American Sunday, aa bound up with the 
best traditions and onitomi of onr toolal and 
religions life, will, in the next twenty years, 
practically cease to exist in onr great cities 
and in tbair far-tprtading inbnrbi. Tbit 
oonaidtratlon onght to be enongh to aroaie 
all Cbriitlan people of every name from their 
present apathy. Bnt there it another fea¬ 
ture of tho cate which onght to tell with 
rqnal force npon ail who vaine, ai neotiiary 
to the peace and order and well being of the 
community, the proper enforcement of the 
law. Bad at are the violation and oontempt 
not only cf the religiont lanotlty of Sunday, 
bnt alto of Ita domettio and toolal proper- 
tlei, and of ita labour exemptions for the 
mataee, the open, baUtnal and wanton 
deflanoo of the Uwi enaoted by the State for 
the protection of the day it only leti fraught 
with dUaiter.” Commenting npon the 
Bithep't letter the Brooklyn *'Timet" tayt 
that “ there can be no donbt that the open 
breaking of tho Sunday laws breeds con¬ 
tempt for all law, tnmi tbs inbnrbi Into 
pandemoninm and tendi powerfall^ to 
deiboy the character of Sunday at a nay of 
rest.”
